HARDSHIPS AND PERILS EN ROUTE 


Canadian Customs Officials in Office 
at Skaguay—Movement Toward a 
New .Boundary Survey—Depart. 
ures for Alaska—Utica Mine Fire,

SHEEP CAMP, (Chilcoot Pass, 
Alaska,) Aug. 5.—[Copyrighted by 
James D. Hoge, Jr., for the Post-In- 
telligencer Alaskan News Syndicate. 
Special from Seattle to The Times, 
Aug. 18.] The trip from Dyea to this 
place is worth taking, for the experi- 


ence”“and the wildness and grandeur 


of the mountainous scenery. Once 
traveled, the trail. will never be for-. 


gotten: It ic rougher and harder ‘than 
anything of a similar character that 


I ever had the pleasure of undertaking. 
Tt made the trip up from Dyea in eleven 


hours with the largest man that ever 


came through this: way. He is J. D. 


: Thaggard of Seattle, and weighs 315 
pounds. Today he took in the slack of 


two notches of his belt. The distance 
is sixteen miles, and all sorts of roads 
are. passed over. 

At 3 this the good- 


| natured, husky voice of Sam Harmon, 


the postmaster and chief packer at 
Dyea, aroused us from slumber. In a 
few minutes our tent was strapped 
and our baggage and provisions, weigh- 
ing 1980 pounds, was packed on eight 
cayuses and we headed for Sheep 


Camp. We followed on foot, and our 
company was soon honored by the ad- 


dition of a lady from Warner, Idaho, 
who is going to the Klondyke. The sky 
‘was overcast, and the clouds hid from 
view the snow-capped peaks of the 
snow-capped mountain summits. 


For the first mile or two the road 


was fairly good, them we had to wade 
through Dyea River, the current of 
which was strong, coming from the gla- 
cier, and it was with great difficulty 


that we were able to keep the water 
from flowing over the tops of our high 


rubber boots.. Our lady friend had 
low-tep rubber boots, and with the gal- 
lantry of a Washingtonian, I volun- 
teered to carry her across the river 
on: my back. She weighed 168 pounds, 

and I tipped the scales at 157. Step- 
tae off from an embankment she as- 
sumed a comfortable position on my 
back, and we started for the opposite 
shore. About half way across I step- 
ped on a slippery stone, which turne®, 


| and just how it happened I do not 


know. In an instant my charge was 
floundering about in the glacial waters 
of the Dyea River. 

I looked up just in time to see Thag- 
ard reaching for my camera to take a 
snap shot. Large bodies move slowly, 
and I escaped the shot. The lady 
walked ashore. Cold type cannot ex- 
press the feeling or the language dis- 
playgd or expressed. Neither can I. 
During the rest of our days’ travel, I 
walked ahead of the party in silence, 
and never more will I offer by assist- 
ance to the fair sex under similar cir- 
cumstances. If they want to cross a 
stream they will have to swim, so far 
as I am concerned. 

The Dyea Valley is an old river bed 
full of huge boulders and deep sand. 
Every mile or two small streams are 
crossed by wading, and the walking 
is exceedingly difficult and tiresome. 
On either side, high up on the moun- 
tains, which are partly hidden by the 
clouds, are small. glaciers, hemmed in 
by a rank growth of green vegeta- 
tion, and mountains of snow, profiled 
on either side by iron and granite 
monuments, the work of a tremendous 
voleanic upheaval centuries ago. And 
to properly complete nature’s ‘handi- 
work of art, the loveliest waterfall 
and cataract comes dashing down from 
the melting ice, Words cannot do jus- 
tice to the scene. tA 

On and on, and up the valley we trod, 
again overtaking prospectors rushing 
toward the gold field of the North. 
Every few hundred yards a tent is 
passed, and along the road on either 


aide are stacks of bacon and flour and | 


for justice. 


miners’ outfits. This is the ideal place 
Thousands of dollars’ 
worth of provisions lie exposed to 
theft, and be it sai@ to the credit of 
prospectors, not loss has re- 
ported. There is an unwritten law, 
from which there is no appeal or de- 
lay, that awes the petty larcenist and 
enforces right and justice, and places 
all men on an equality. 

We witnessed many strange sights 
that are so common in a mining camp 
and on the frontier. At one place we 
saw a young woman of perhaps 25 
years, who is going to the Yukon with 
her husband. From early mornéng un- 
til late at night they are slowly but 
surely moving their belongings, weigh- 
ing something over fourteen hundred 
pounds, nearer to the gold fields. Of 
g00d breeding and of delicate stature, 
she is able to carry a pack of sixty 
pounds all day long. There is many a 
man on the trail today who is hardly 
able to carry more than fifty pounds, 
and it is just that character of women 
who built up and are justly credited 
with civilizing the Wild West in pio- 
neer days. 

The grit and true nerve displayed on 
every hand is marvelous. Some men, 
having on an average 800 pounds, make 
what are called fifteen-minute marches; 
that is, they buckle seventy-five 
pounds on their backs early in the 
morning, and at a brisk gait walk for 
fifteen minutes and there strike camp. 
They then put in the day moving the 
rest of the supplies to the new camp. 
In this way they average about three- 
quarters of a mile a day. A few weeks 
ago a man weighing 210 pounds, with 
his left leg off above the knee, made 
the trip from Dyea to the lakes on 
crutches, and then — to the Klon- 
dyke. 

At noon we reached the entrance to 
Grand Cafiyon, which cuts into the 


granite and iron walis of the Coast. 


range of mountains for six miles to 
Sheep Camp. The topography of the 
country changes abruptly. Boulders 
and roots of trees, slightly covered 
with thick, wet moss, and the earth 
spongy and densely impregnated with 
ice-cold water, render foot navigation 
exceedingly tiresome. Up and down 
hill, crossing and re-crossing roaring 
mountain streams, often dampened by 
the fog-like spray from the cataracts 
carrying away the glacial waters 
which were iced in unknown centu- 
ries long past, and with scarcely a dry 
spot on which to step, conveys but a 
faint description of the character of 
‘the footpath up the cafiyon to Sheep 
Creek. 

We_ overtook farniiies with 
little children. The men were mov- 
ing the supplies slowly on their own 
backs or the backs of horses. The 
women are neatly attired in short 
skirts, reaching to the knee,* showing 
anything but an abbreviated and well- 
filled pair of men’s trousers. A neat 
cap and jacket completes the _ suit, 
and is pleasing to the eye as a con- 
trast to the roughly-dressed and un- 
couth men. 

There are two buildings at Sheep 
Camp, and over the doors of each is 
the welcome legend to a tired traveler 
“Hotel and Store.” We stopped.at 
one which is conducted by a lady and 
two daughters from Puget Sound. 
The building is about 18x40 feet, and of 
but one room, except one end wHhere 
a low partition shuts off the kitchen 
and which serves as a__ sleeping 
chamber for the hosts, the family and 
lady guests. In the main room, in 
one corner, is the store, at one end 
the dining table, and the remaindef 
of the space is reserved for sleeping 
accommodations. 

Bedsteads or mattresses are un- 
known luxuries in Sheep Camp. All 
guests at those hotels are required to 
furnish their own blankets and pay 50 
cents for sleeping on the floor, At 
4:30 o’clock in the morning, when the 
mountain packers and climbers are 
commencing to get ready for an early 
start, a sort of reveille is sounded by 
the management of the hostelry and 
the guests are turned out for break- 
fast. There is no such thing in those 
hotels as sleeping too late for meals. 

As we were partaking of our first 


meal, I chanced to look about and was. 


surprised to note that among the 
guests at the table were three of the 
ugliest-looking Indians I have ever had 
the pleasure of seeing. One of them 
was somewhat sociable, and occasion- 
ally joined in our conversation. At my 
side in the next roll of blankets, when 
I retired, I saw t™o more Indians. 
The population of Sheep Camp con- 
sists of 200 prospectors, Who are sum- 
moningup courage andarranging a few 
minor details preparatory to ascending 
the summit. The place is full of 
white tents, and the prospectors are in 
a feverish condition and anxious to 
reach the Klondyke. At daylight to- 
morrow morningf I leave for the sum- 
mit and Lake Linderman.

OTHER ADVICES, 


Canadian Customs Officials Begin 
Operations at Skaguay. 
[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 

SEATTLE (Wash.;) Aug. 18.—The 
steamship Al-Ki, which arrived in port 
this morning from Skaguay and Dyea, 
Alaska,, brought the following letter 
for the Associated Press: 

“SKAGUAY (near Dyea,) Aug. 4. 

“Twelve Canadian customs officers 
arrived here, and in a few days will 
establish a customhouse at the portage 
between Lake Bennett and Tagish 
Lake, a point by which all Yukon or 
Klondyke travelers must pass if they 
start, from -Dyea or Skaguay. The 
rates of duty will average about $30 
on the average outfit of a Yukoner. The 
officers are well-armed, and will have 
the assistance of the mounted police 
to enforce the collection of duties: 

“Further down the river will 
stationed guards to intercept anyone 


who might evade the vigilance #f the 
officers. American officers whg have 
investigated the subject ass at the 


treaty between Russia and feaat Brit- 
ain provides that the Tuk », Porcupine 


sand Skeena Rivers should be free’ “tor 
commercial purposes and “exempted 
from imposition of customs duties. The 
Canadians evade the point at issue by 
claiming that prospectors crossing the 
mountain ranges to the lakes or head- 
waters of the Yukon do not go into 
the territory by way of any of the 
rivers mentioned, but that they cross 
American territory, and before they 
can reach Yukon the duty is exacted. 

“Miners and prospectors are much 
‘exercised over the situation and the 
low grumbling heard on every side 
may lead to complications. Canadian 
officers, in very firm and positive tones, 
declare that they will enforce the law 
impartially and will not discriminate 
against Americans, though they inci- 
dentally claim that a year or two ago 
Canadian miners were driven out of 
the mines at Circle City because they 
were not naturalized citizens. © 
useless to argue that there is not seri- 
ous feeling between the two peoples. 
Whether it is justifiable or not, I do 
not pretend to say, until I shall have 
reached the Klondyke and the mining 
camps of the Yukon River and thor- 
oughly investigate the subject. The 
Canadian officers are taking with them 
a full year’s supplies, and with the 
assistance of the mounted police pro- 
pose to maintain an official mail ser- 
vice, for official purposes only, between 
the Klondyke and Ottawa. 

“At the present there are fully 500 
head of horses here, and about seven 
hundred are due to arrive in the next 
ten days. The distance to the lakes 
is about forty miles, and the highest 
altitude to be crossed is 3100 feet. 
Horses can make two round trips a 
week, each pack weighing about two 
hundred and fifty pounds. One com- 
pany here is shipping into the Klon- 
dyke a complete set of machinery for 
operating a sawmill. The Skaguayv 
trail to the lakes is just onened, and 
is said to be in good traveling condi- 
tion.” 

FINALLY GOT AWAY. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 18.—The 
steamer North Fork, with the stern- 
wheel steamer Mare Island in tow, left 
for St. Michales this afternoon, after 
having been delayed several . days 
after its departure was announced. 
The vessel carried 83 passengers, and 
was heavily laden with supplies. A 
large crowd witnessed the departure, 
and a scene of great enthusiasm en- 
sued. 

NOT PROPERLY OUTFITTED. 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Aug. 18.—Louis 
Casey, a lumberman experienced. in 
bush lore, says there are 2000 men at 
Skaguay Bay not properly outfitted, 
and if they get over the pass they will 
suffer many hardships on the way 
down the river. Letters have been re- 
ceived to the effect that the White Pass 
trail is in very bad condition, and as 
the Chilcoot is now impassable to ani- 
mals, very little of the 1000 tons of

“IMPORTANT INSIRUCTIONS.” 


DYEA (Alaska,) Aug. 5.—The fol- 
lowing significant telegram was _re- 
ceived here at Holly & Wilson’s trad- 
ing post from Otftawa..under date of 
July 27: 

“Tf possible kindly send word to 
Dominion Surveyor McArthur to come 
to Dyea for important instructions. He 
need not bring his party. 

(Signed. ] “E. DEVILLE, 

“Surveyor-General.”’ 

McArthur went into the interior of 
Alaska through the Chilkat pass early 
last spring, and intended te come out 
at this point. He is supposed to be 
somewhere along the lakes leading to 
Klondyke. The rich discoveries in 
the Klondyke and the necessity of 
more definitely locating the exact 
boundary between the two countries 
on the Youkon is supposed to be the 
“important instructions’ referred to; 
though many experienced Alaskan 
people profess to believe that Mc- 
Arthur will receive instructions to 
definitely locate the coast boundary 
near this point, so that the Canadian 
customs officers now at Skaguay can 
locate the customhouse as near the 
boundary line as possible.

Alaska, Mr. Ivey of Oregon, was here

the other day and said he had been 
in telegraphic communication with 
Secretary Gage, just prior to sailing 
from Seattle on July 25, and that he 
was ordered to install a sub-port of 
entry at Dyea as soon as possible. 
Unless both governments are very 
careful, a system of retaliation will be 
in vogue before either are aware of 
the fact, and much ill-feeling will fol- 
low, and the miners will be the 
great sufferers. 

TWO MONTHS’ WORK. 

SEATTLE, (Wash.,) Aug. 18.—The 
steamer Al-Ki arrived this morning 
from Dyea, Alaska. This afternoon 
Willis Thorp was handed a letter by a 
man who came down on the Al-Ki 
from Dyea. The letter was written 
by Edward Thorp, who came over- 
land, saying that he had cleaned up 
$130,000 on the Klondyke in eight weeks 
and was coming home on the steamer 
Portland, which was due in Seattle

NEWS BY THE QUEEN. 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Aug. 18.—The 
steamer Queen arrived late last night | 
from Alaska. According to Purser | 
Carroll, very few of the 1500 men now 
camped at Skaguay and Dyea will get 
over the pass this winter. Men started 
to build a new trail, but found that it 
would take 300 men three weeks, and 
they abandoned the idea. Probably 
three hundred men will get across in 
time to start down the Yukon. 

A committee of twenty-five has been 
appointed to keep order at Skaguay, J. 
McKinley of Seattle being elected 
chairman and W. J. Sapparatas of 
New York secretary. Everything is 
orderly and the men are in good health. 
On August 7 a high tide drove many of 
the campers back from the beach. 
There is a good road five miles from 
the bay, and goods can be hauled by 
wagon that distance. After that the 
trail is bad. 
Skaguay, one being sold for $500. Most 
of the men are preparing to winter at 
Skaguay. 

A packer from Portland lost eight 
horses and packs, they falling down a. 
cliff seventy feet, the packer narrowly 
escaping. 

The report that the steamer Danube 
from this port was seized at Dyea is 
denied by the officers of the Queen. 

Men who arrived from the north on 
the Queen state that, although the 
Chileoot trail is the best one, the 
miners are centering at Skaguay. 
Goods can be hauled over a large part 
of the Chilcoot trail in wagons, and 
most of the rest of the way on pack 
horses. About two miles over the- 


‘summit men have to carry their goods. 


The White-pass trail is very bad, and 
horses are being killed daily. About 
two miles of the-trail is corduroyed, 
but still a large portion of it is boggy. 
A few men are getting through, but 
very slowly, horses being scarce com- 
pared with the number of men here.

The President Going to 
Visit the Czar, 


Creat Excitement Attends His 
Departure trom Paris, 


Bomb Exploded in Front of the 
Restaurant Duval. 


Wild Rumors Circulated to the Ef- 
fect That an Attempt Will Be 
Made on the Chief Exeentive’s 
Life—What the Officials Say.

PARIS, Aug. 18.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} The departure of President 
Faure on a visit to the Czar at St. 
Petersburg was marked by a scene 
of the greatest excitement, accompa- 


nied by the circulation of the wildest

President had followed, and although 
no damage was done nobody was hurt. 
The most intense excitement prevailed 
for a long time. Sensational reports 
had it that those who exploded the 
bomb had intended an outrage of a 
more serious nature. 

The President received an ovatties 
from the public when he started on his 
journey to Russia. Large crowds lined 
the route from the Elysee Palace to 
the railway station, and greeted the 
President with enthusiastic cries of 
“Vive la Republique! Vive la Russia! 
Vive la Faure!” Ten minutes after 
the President’s departure, while the 
crowd was returning along the route

traversed by Faure, a bomb exploded 


at the corner of the Boulevard Ma- 
genda and the Rue Lefayette, in front 
The report 
caused a panic in the neighborhood, 
and all sorts of wild rumors were cir- 
culated, based on statements attributed 
to anarchistsy that the next efforts 
would be an attémpt on the life of 
President Faure. Upon investigation 
by the police, however, it developed 
that the explosion caused but little 
damage, and that nobody was hurt. 

The bomb was of a cyclindrical form, 
eovered with yellow paper, and ap- 
peared to have contained a black sub- | 
stance, possibly coarse gunpowder, 
mixed with large-headed nails. 

Later in the. day the officials of the 
prefecture of police declared that the 
bomb consisted of an iron tube, thirty 
centimeters long and five centimeters 
in diameter. It was. placed 
empty store, close to the corner of the — 
Boulevard Magenda and the Rue La- 
fayette. Some nails contained in it 
were thrown a few feet on the side- 
walk. Scraps of paper were found 
about the scene of the explosion in- 
scribed “Vive la Liberé!** and “Vive 
la Bologne!” apparently indicating 
that the author of the explosion of to- 
day is the same individual who caused 
the recent explosion in the Boise de 
Bologne and the Palace de la Con- 
corde. 

President Faure was acompanied to 
Russia by M. Hanotaux, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, and Admiral Bosnard, 
Minister of Marine. The Presidential 
party, according to the official pro- 
gramme, will leave Dunkerque thig 
afternoon on board the French warship 
Pothuau. The latter will be escorted 
by the French warships Bruix and 
Surecof, and will arrive at Cronstadt 
Monday morning next, Augyst 23. The 
French President will be received by 
the Czar in Cronstadt roads. 

LATER.—A man named Parier was 
arrested on the train on which Presi- 
dent Faure arrived from Havre. He 
had a loaded revolver in his pocket and 
is known to be a dangerous’ anarchist 
who has already served a. two-years’ 
term for having an infernal machine 
in his possession. 

PUTS TO SEA. 

DUNKERQUE, Aug. 18.—President 
arrived here at 1 o’clock this 
afternoon and was accorded an ovation, 
Later, the President and his suite em- 
barked on board the French warship 
Pothuau, which is lying in the roads. 
The embarkation of the President and 
o'clock, amid 
the cheering of the crowds on the 
quays and the booming of salutes from 
the warships. The sailors clambered 
into the rigging and heartily cheered 
the President. 

M. Faure, on board the Pothuaw 
then reviewed. the French squadron at 
anchor here, and so soon as this cere- 
mony was completed, the Pothuau put 
to sea, followed by the Surcouf and 
Bruix, which will escort her to Cone 
stadt. 

PANIC AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 


Three Explosions Achieved or Ate 
tempted—Many Arrests.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 18,—[By 
Atlantic Cable.] The city is almost in 


a panic over the bomb explosions at- 


tempted or accomplished this after- 
noon at three different places. The ex- 
plosions are attributed to the Armeni- 
ans. The police have made a number 
of arrests. 

Reports of the explosion§ spread 
quickly and caused great excitement. 
The police and the guards at the Sul-

color to the rumor that the bomb- 
throwing is part of a widespread plot. 
The most abject terror prevails in the 


precincts of the palace.

J. S. Sherman of Utica, N. Y., arrived 
from the North today. The former is 
here on a tour of inspection of the 
Coast waterways, but the latter is 
merely on a pleasure trip. 


CLIPPERTON ISLAND. 
Possible Diplomatic Complications 
Over England’s Claim Thereto. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 18.—The ar- 
rival of the steamer Navarro from 
Clipperton Island confirms previous 
rumors of possible diplomatic compli- 
cations with Great Britain over the 
Ownership of that isolated bit of land, 
situated 600 miles west of “Acapulco. 
It seems that England has never ac- 
quired a title over the island. Several 
years ago it was discovered that the 
isle was rich in phosphates, The 
Oceanic Phosphate Compaty of this 
city was then. organized, ‘and- since 
that time the island has been owned 
here and has practically been United 

States territory. 

_ It is now asserted that English capi- 
talists propose to buy the San. Fran- 
cisco company’s interest and, having 
acquired a commercial control, to 
place the island under Great Britain’s 
flag. A gentleman familiar with the 

“Mexico may assert a claim if En- 
gland attempts to annex Clipperton, 
and under the Monroe doctrine the 
United States would be expected to 
support it. If Mexico can show no title 
to the island, the United States has a 
commercial claim that is ahead of any 

“Even though neither, Mexico or the 
United States may want the island, 
the policy of the United States against 
the extension of European dominion on 
this continent may be extended to the 
coral island. Diplomatic difficulties 
may arise in any event, unless En- 
gland desists from attempting to ac- 
quire ownership.” 

OAKLAND SKIPPER’S CLAIM. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 18.—[Special 
Dispatch.}] Capt. F. Permien of Oak- 
land lays claim to the speck on the 
map called Clipperton Island, and as- 
serts, too, his title as bona fide dis- 
coverer of the tiny atom with its beds 
of guano and pearl oysters. He asserts 
that, on May 21, 1881, while bound to 
Costa Rica in his brig Elise, une first 
visited the island, and that on wuly 4, 
1892, he visited it again, and, hoisting 
the Stars and Stripes, took possession 
of it in the name of the United States. 

‘Up to 1881, when I sailed within less 
than a mile of Clipperton,” said Capt. 
Permien, “it was known oniy as a 
rock;‘and was supposed to be danger- 
ous of approach. I saw that it was an 
island of some extent and ricn in 
guano. It was not until 1892 that I 
had an opportunity to turn my dis- 
covery to account. I then made ar- 
rangements with John’ A. Magee, Feter 
Lefien, and A. A. Cornelk all of San 
San Francisco, to furnish the schooner 
Caleb Curtis for a voyage to the isl- 
and. Lafien was nominal master end I 
was sailing master and navigator. 

“We set sail June 15, 1892, and on the 
. fifteenth day sighted Clipperton dead 

ahead: We remained on the island a 
few days, secured samples of the 
guano and returned, after hoisting the 
American flag on Clipperton Rock, the 
highest. point on the island, on July 4, 
and taking formal possession of the 
island in the name of the United 
States. I made another trip in the 
Caleb Curtis the same year, sailing 
from San Francisco on August 12, and 
landing on Clipperton in sixteen days. 
We carried lumber, and left behind us 
my son, F. W. Permien, Jr., and Harry 
Johnson, a ship carpenter, They built 
two houses on the island. I brought 
back more samples of guano, which 
were analyzed by E. J. Wickson, act- 
ing director of the University Experi- 
ment Station. I have his report, which 
states that the guano is composed of 
very high-grade materials, and that it 
compares very favorably with Baker 
Island and Bolivian guanos, 

“TI made affidavit then to the fact 
that I had taken possession of the isl- 
and, stated the nature of my claim and 
the characteristics of the island, and 
they were sent to Washington. I re- 
ceived in turn an acknowledgment that 
I was the discoverer and owner of the 
guano deposits and oyster beds... 

“My third voyage, in 1892, was made. 
in the schooner Helen Merriam in Oc- 
tober. Prof. Shaw, a chemist from 
Washington, accompanied me to make 
a survey of the island and to estimate 
the value of the guano. We remained 
there twenty-seven ddys and found 
that the island was covered with 
guano to the depth of not less than 
gix feet and that in places it was ten 
to fifteen feet deep. 

“What is known as Clipperton Rock 
is a mass of hardened guano, 1000 feet 
in* circumference at the base and 100 
feet high. It. is the only considerable 
elevation on the island. From as 
eareful an investigation as he could 
make, Prof. Shaw estimates the guano 
deposits to be worth about $50,000,000.” 

Capt. Permien gave Magee, Lafien 
and Cornell each a one-tenth interest 
in the island. They afterward formed 
the Oceanic” Phosphate Company. 
Shafter Howard aiso formed a com- 
pany called the Stonington Phoscnhate

Company, one of the companies now. 
trying to sell the island to an Wnglish 
“syndicate. Capt. Permien stated that 
he has’ made known the nature of his 

aim to the agents of the British com- 
pany. The Englishmen are willing to 
pay a fair price if the captain will sell. 
If not, they intend. to work the de- 
posits of guano. 


THE PLYLER. CASE. 


Prosecution Alleges Conspiracy—A 

Defendant Refused to Answer. 

[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SANTA CRUZ, Aug. 18.—The Supe- 
rior courtroom was crowded this morn- 
ing when Dist.-Atty. Lindsay began 
his opening statement in the George F. 
Plyler case. He spoke for an hour, say- 
ing that the prosecution would prove 
that Plyler had entered into a con- 
-spiracy to maim Charles Harris. It 
Would be shown that Plyler had ap- 
proached reputable men versed in sur- 
gery. to obtain their services; that he 
had engaged .a negro to assist him, 
that it was first proposed to take Har- 
ris out to Wagoner’s Park, perform 
the operation and leave him; that Ply- 
ler’s act was not that of a husband, 
while in a fit of passion, but ‘vas done 
coolly and deliberately, every precau- 
tion being taken to prevent Harris 
losing his life. Mrs. Plyler, continued 


the District Attorney, was the. bait 
in the trap set for Harris. 
A sé@nsation was caused when 


Schoedde, the co-defendant, was called 
to the stand by the prosecuvion. The 
first question, ‘Do you know Plyler?” 
elicited an objection by the defense, 
which the court overruled. Schoedde 
was instructed by the defense to re- 
fuse to answer, and he replied, arising 
from his ‘chair, that he declined to 
answer because it would ineriminate 
him. Attorney Burcharfl argued at 
length on this point, as the court had 
stated that the witness must anuswer 
the questions put to him. The court 
took the matter under advisement. 
This afternoon H. Bradley and T. 
Loryea testified to the prisoner hir- 
ing them to come here. They went 
with Plyler to Wagner’s Park, where 
a place was selected to which to take 
Harris. Plyler had intimated to Loryea 
What they proposed doing. The men, 


and returned to San José. Plyler had 
told Bradley that he proposed to make 
Harris confess and leave the State. 

T. A. Miller testified that Plyler had 
offered him money to come to Santa 
Cruz to assist him in his purpose, but 
he declined. Loryea is. under cross-ex- 
amination, which will be resumed to- 
morrow. He testified that he has béen 
in jail-and has gone under several 
aliases.

CAST UP BY THE SEA. 


of Ventura Recovered.

VENTURA, Aug. 18.—Today the de- 
composed and disfigured bodies of 
William M. Green and his son Charley 
were cast up by the sea. The father 
and son on the bth inst. disappeared 
mysteriously from a fishing boat two 
miles off shore, while Adolph Johnson, 
master of the craft, was in the cabin 
preparing lunch. Ted Dennison, 14 
years old, who with his mother is 
visiting here from Los Angeles, dis- 
covered the body of Mr. Green two 
and a half miles below the wharf, and 
immediately notified Coronen Reilly 
of the discovery. | 

The Coroner’s jury found that the 
deceased came to his death by drown- 
ing in a manner unknown. ~Just after 
the close of the inquest, at 3.30 o’clock, 
the body of the boy was found:a few 
hundred yards above the wharf near 
the Fazios bathhouse.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 18. — Judges 
Stowe and Collier handed down an 
opinion in the miners’ injunction case 
this morning. The decision makes the 
preliminary injunction permanent. % 

WILL START THE MINES. 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 19.—This was 
operators’ day, and from present ap- 
pearances they have made a most ef- 
fective move and have nearly, if not 
quite, checked their opponents, the 
striking coal miners. The court’s de- 
cree today in making permanent the 
preliminary injunction restraining the 
strikers from camping, marching or 
in any manner interfering with the 
New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
Company’s mines has had the effect of 
almost depleting the camps, and ap- 
parently a general demoralization 
among the campers exists. 

In order to follow up their advan- 
tage, the operators held a largely-at- 
tended meeting tonight at the Monon- 
gahela House and arranged for the 
starting of their mines with or without 
force. If force seems to be unavoidable, 
it is the intention to start a certain 
few mines at once under the protection 


of deputies, and whatever expense may 


result will be shared pro rata by the 
mine-owners. 

Camp Determination at Turtle Creek 
was reduced in numbers today from 
200 to fifty men. The men who were 
told to go home gathered in an angry 
crowd and denounced the officials bit- 
terly. A number of men threatened 
to return to their respective homes and 
go to work in the mines. They said 
the strike was a fizzle. Some of the 
men left for Irwin and Greensburg 
district, where they will look for work. 
Sand Creek camp is practically aban- 
doned, and it-is not known whether it 
will be opened again or not. All told, 
there are less than one hundred and 
fifty men now encamped at these 
mines. It is said the men who are 
still in the camps will remain and will 
march as usual, in spite of the Sheriff 
and the court’s order. 

The small showing of men at the 
camps has apparently encouraged the 
De ‘Armitts, and it is expected they 
will make the attempt to start their 
mines in full at once. 

A delegation. of miners ‘from the 
Aucklerat mine waited on Superintend- 
ent Dixon of the Auklerat mine of J. 
S. Corry and ‘asked him if he would 
open the mine if the men returned at 
the 64-cent rate. He said he would 
not, and that the mines would not be 
opened until the next lake season. 


A “READING CAMPAIGN,” 


How the Strikers Proposed to Over- 
reach the Law. | 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 18.—The strik- 
ing miners encamped at the mines of 
Yhe New York and Cleveland Coal 
Company did not march this morning 
as had been planned. At Turtle Creek 
they formed in line, and when ready to 
start beheld deputies standing just out- 
side the camp... The march was 
abandoned at once, and small parties 
numbering from two to six each were 
instructed to patrol the woods in the 
vicinity of the mine, and report the 
number of men gaging to work, They 
were instructed to keep moving, and 
if approached by a deputy, get away 
rapidly to escape the service of an in- 
junction if possible. 

The leaders propose in this way to 
harass the deputies and De Armitts. 
They say there are 20,000 men in the 
distriet, and that the injunction will 
have to be read twenty thousand times 
before the attacks upon the mines at 
Oak Hill, Sandy Creek and Plum Creek 
cease, unless the mines are sooner 
closed down. . 

At Plum Creek a small squad of 
strikers attempted to march and were 
turned back. The women then gave 
the deputies a tongue-lashing, and 
fearing trouble, the deputies telephoned 
for assistance. Superintendent de 
Armitt arrived and the women 
quieted under threats of eviction. 


| IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


One Hundred and Ninety Marchers 
Arrested Near Fairmount,

is now growing decidedly short, and 
new arrangements will soon have to 
be made.

PRICES AND PLANS. 
- PITTSBURGH, Aug. 18.—The price

at all Missouri and Mississippi-river 
points since the great strike began, four 
weeks ago, shows no material in- 
crease at Pittsburgh. The ruling fig- 
ure in barge lots is 5@5% cents a 
bushel. 

Plans are being formed for the 
maintenance of the strikers and their 
families for a prolonged period. The 
expense of carrying on the strike is 
placed at $500 a day, and appeals are 
coming in every mail for help for fam- 
ilies in the mining villages. see 

The action at the meeting of oper- 
ators in the coal strike yesterday is in 
accordance with the plan mapped out 
after the uniformity agreement had 
been formulated. The agreement pro- 
vides that all coal contracted for on the 
54-cent basis shall be mined at that 
rate until the contracts are filled. It is 
known that the requirements of the’ 
lake trade by September 15 are 6,000,000 
tons. If the contracts are not filled, 
the operators will not only lose a large 
amount of money, but put themselves 
in a position to lose contracts for all 
time to come. 

LOOKING TO SETTLEMENT. 

PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) Aug. 19.—The 
meeting of Pittsburgh coal operators 
which was begun at Cleveland last 
night was concluded here tonight, 
shortly after midnight. None of those 
attending the meeting would divulge 
the proceedings.

THE WILSON ROBBERY. 


Detective “Stool Pigeon’’ Recovers 
the Milllionaire’s Missing Jewels, 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—Richard T. 
Wilson, Sr., on June 24, last, reported 
at police headquarters that his man- 
sion on Fifth avenue had been robbed 
the night previous and that an en- 
trance had been effected without the 
breaking of any door or window.. The. 
detectives assigned to the investigation 
of the burglary learned that Albert V. 
Sugden, a former valet of Mr, Wil- 
son’s, had been in the house on two 
occasions after he had left the latter’s 
employ, and that no one knew how he 

had obtained an entrance. 

This information was the basis of 
the suspicion that caused the former 
valet to be watched by the authori- 
ties. Finally.a detective “stool pig- 
eon,” whose name is also Albert Sug-

which appeared about the time of the 
marriage, were written on.letter paper 
of two of the most aristocratic New 
York clubs and created a great sen- 
sation. Decoy Sugden wrote to the 
young Englishman that on account of 
the similarity and oddness of their 
names they must be relatives. The 
valet replied to the note, and soon an 
apparently strong friendship sprang 
up between the pair. Young Sugden 
gave his namesake a sealed envelope 
containing a receipt for Mr. Wilson’s 
jewelry which had been placed the day 
after the robbery in the vaults of the 
New Jersey Title and Guarantee Com- 
pany, Jersey City.

DETROI7 (Mich.,) Aug: 18.—The an- 
nouncemen that-Ex-Comptroller of the 
Cufrency Sckels would make an ad- 
dress drey to the morriing’s session of 
the bankirs’ convention an audience 
unusually large. The roll of States was 
then. calied, and from each State a 
member of the new National Commit- 
tee. was,named. Each committee will 
tomorrow select new officers of the as- 
sociation. The representative of each 
State was then called upon to give a 
brief statenent of the business of his 
locality. Marked improvement in busi- 
ness condiiions and indications for 
better things in the future were char- 
acteristic ‘eatures of. all State reports. 

Henry W. Yates of Nebraska said 
that the golden grain of the ripened 
and ripering harvests in his State did 
not refiet the calamity tint to which 
the remarks of many public men and 
the vot4 of'the State last fall seemed 
to point. 

James Faxon of Chattanooga, Tenn., 
derided Bryan’s claim that the price 
of silver controls the price of wheat, 
and said the recent fall of one and the 
rise of the ‘other offered conclusive 
proof of the falsity of that claim. _ 

When Comptroller Eckels came for- 
ward he was greeted with great ap- 
plause. Throughout the reading of his

Eckels said in part: ° 

evidence accumulates with each 
day’s advices that the long-continued 
depression in financial circles has 
passed,‘ and; thanks to five years of 
forced economy and ‘cessation of spec- 
ulation, coupled with today’s abundant 
harvests at remunerative prices to the 
agriculiturist, a new’ prosperity is com- 


ing to the people.. This prosperity, if 


it is to be of real Worth, ought to be 
permanent in character and reach to 
all classes and interests. 

“Tt demaads to'‘this end codperation 
on;the pari of every citizen of the re- 
public, whether he fills a public or a 
private station. Otherwise it will be, 
as-in the past, laay-made in every fea- 


ture: of it: ing fruition in immeas- 
urably worsé conditions than have 
been upon No thoughtful student 


of affairs can fail to know how largely 
as a contributing element.to all the 
past idleness, agitation, distress and 
poverty has been the extravagance 
which has entered into the 4merican’s 
every-dav life. It has reached to both 
his public and his private affairs and 
in its. full effects has been a menace to 
the country’s welfare. I do not indulge 
in an unwarranted assertign when I 
say that much of this must be charge- 
able to the overspeculation, which in 
the years prior to 1893 flowed from the 
unwholésome cheapening of credit on 
the part of those who have had to do, 
in a@ controlling capacity, with the 
moneyed institutions of the country. . 
here is a point in competition be- 
tween banking institutiens which lies 
beyond the danger line and when 
touched invariably results in complete 
collapse. The fact cannot be too 
strongly stated or the truth made too 
ronounced of the responsibility rest- 
ng upon the banker of keeping within 
legitimate bounds the activities of 
trade, the ‘operations of the speculator 
and the standard of pudlic and- private 
expenditure. It is by his aid that en- 
terprise is fostered, and through the 
lending of the funds Mmtrusted to his 
keeping that industry becomes profita- 
ble and labor finds employment. His 


rule of safety lies in a conservatism | 


that is héalthful and a prudence based 
upon caréful investigation and analysis. 
 He’cannot stand sptmsor for. specu- 
lators and indorse speculative pro- 
grammes without involving many in- 
stitutions in bankruptcy and bringing 
condemnation upon the _ profession 
which he should honor. If he_ reck- 
lessly loans to all who apply, solely to 
have his funds employed, he invites 
disaster. When hé abandons, on the 
plea, of being pressed by competitors, 
the gaining of the legitimate profits of 
banking and enters upon the practice 
of paying excessive rates of interest on 
deposits, fails to tharge for exchange 
avd collections ard otherwise violates 
the rules of sound’banking, he is driven, 
that the shareholders may have divi- 
dends, to invest in undertakings which 
haye no proper place in the business of 
a commercial bank, to the loss of all 

oncerned. 4 
criticism which may justly be 
passed upon c¢mmercial bankers in 
this country is, not that they have 
not observed this fiduciary relation in 
the great majcrity of instances, but 
because, in the anxiety to declare 
dividénds upon capital invested, there 
has been a wide departure from doing 
a commercial business. The line to 
be drawn in the extension of credit is 
not hard to ascertain. A bank 
dealing with commercial deposits 
should confine its granting of credits 
to strictly cemmercial undertakings. 
It has no right to take commercial 
deposits payable upon demand, if it 
pursue a ‘different policy. Fixed 
loans and fixed investments are the 
province of trust companies and sav- 
ings institutions, and not the field to 
be entered upon by a commercial 
‘bank, handling commercial deposits, 
essential t¢ the proper conduct of 
daily commercial business. . I am con- 
fident that if this line of demarcation 
was drawn, instead of there being 
‘many bank failures because of an ac- 
culminatioa of uncontvertible assets, 
there would be few, and then largely 
through criminal dishonesties. 

“But outside of these acts of a 
business» character to be performed 
largely by the banker, in bettering 
conditions, there are weaknesses in 
the business world, beyond the cor- 
rective, power of any private citizen, 
which must be eradicated if the hope 
of, better. things is fully justified. 
These foand their origin in statutory 
enactmert and their. undoing lies 
solely. ith the nation’s _ legislative 
body. he currency problem is the 
most: momentous with which the 
American statesman has to do.. It is 
-one- neither of politics nom: political 
preferment. It is, as bankers more 
than ail others ought ‘to realize, one of 
business self-preservation and as such 
should command at the hands of those 
who gre sworn to guard and preserve 
the people’s rights a statesmanship 
and patriotism commensurate, with 
the magnitude of the interests in- 
volved. . It. ought, as well, to enlist a 
public sentiment that would bring a 
swift punishment upon those who at- 
tempt to make it the plaything of 
party desires and the subject of mere 
political oratory.’ There is no politi- 
cal legerdemain by which political 


% 


prestidigitators can deceive the public 
and substitute, without the act be- 
ing inquired into, other issues, for that 
of sound currency. Neither one nor 
all of them is of such vital importance 
as this, which reaches to the nation’s 
and the individual’s credit. 

“One of the world’s most distin- 
guished philosophic historians has de- 
clared that ‘the indispensable thing 
for.a politician is a knowledge of po- 
litical economy and history.’ If the 
statement be correct, a review of the 
currency legislation of the United 
States for a third of a century dem- 
onstrates how few if any politicians 
in the ‘historian’s sense have had to 
do with it. In all its ‘ange evidence 
is everywhere to be had of a disre- 
gard of the ufiderlying principles of 
political economy and a woeful ignor- 
ance of the facts of monetary history. 
An analysis of its parts nears testi- 
mony tq the truth of the «assertion. 
A consideration of the whole places it 
beyond cavil. That which we term 
our currency system is one in name 
only. It lacks every element of what 
rightfully can be called a system. It 
violates in every essential feature 
what in all other departments of gov- 
ernmental affairs we dominate a sys- 
tem. It is not an orderly combination 
of parts into a whole, according to 
some rational principle or organic idea. 
Everywhere there is want of unity, and 
instead of presenting to the world 
financial completeness it exhibits itself 
as a work of shreds and patches. 

“We have had currency legislation, 
some of it bearing promise of working 
out the country’s financial salvation, 
but in many such instances it has been 
changed and amended into that which 
has made it an ‘engine fer harm. The 


the war period, with some ‘(egree 
patience, as did the son of the great 


financier, Albert Gallatin, the sobriquet 
of ‘an odd fish,’ as applied to him ‘oy

It adds to the embarrassment ty the 
forced inflation of the volume of the 
circulating medium at one time and 
the forced contraction through the op- 
eration of the sub-treasury system at 
another. Its only source of strength 
lies. in the believed forbearance of at- 
tack upon its solvency by those who 
hold its obligations. Designing to have 
banks created under it and subject to 
governmental supervision, supply the 
currency needs of the country, it still 
insists on competing with them in their 
note-issuing function and _ prevents 
through tax and other barriers which 
the law erect, accomplishing the very 
purpose for which they were brought 
into being. 

“By the operation of the Bland-Alli- 
son Act was caused the coining of 


many millions.of silver dollars at- a 


value far more than the commercial 
value of the silver metal in them and 
of far less value than the metal in the 
gold dollar with which it is provided 
they shall be of equal legal-tender 
value and alongside of which they are 
expected to circulate. 
the crowning act, to a series of compli- 
cations already perplexing to an un- 
heard-of degree, the Sherman law has 


given us still other silver dollars and / 


treasury notes to burden an already 


overburdened gold reserve, without in 


the smallest measure adding to its 
safeguards. We search in vain to find 
some solid foundation upon which all 
this structure rests, but the statute 
books reveal nothing, save that there 
is drawn about it what is deemed ‘the 
sacred circlé’ of governmental protec- 


tion, in the declaration ostentatiously 


made, that it is ‘the established policy 
of the United States to maintain the 
two metals at a parity with each other 
upon the present legal ratio or such ra- 
tio as may be provided by law.’ The 
declaration is made and then ‘to pro- 
claim the sham and pretense of it the 
Secretary of the Treasury is denied the 
full and adequate powers necessary to 
enable him under any and all circum- 
stances to enforce that policy to the 
credit of the nation and with the least 
expense to the citizen.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Eckels said: 

“It is asserted that when the reve- 
nues of the government exceed its nec- 
essary expenditures no further trouble 
will follow, and the argument based 
upon former conditions under a pleth- 
ora of money in the treasury is ad- 
vanced in support of.the contention. It 
is forgotten, however, how greatly the 
burden placed upon the treasury has 
been increased through silver purchases 
and issues, and how, under ' existing 
conditions of today, the treasury has 
no gold. income from the ordinary 
channels of receipts. The difficulty is 
a more far-reaching one than mere 
lack of revenue. It touches the vital 
point in trenching upon the confidence 
of those dealing with us in our ability 
and continuing determnation to main- 
tain gold payments. Complete confi- 
dence cannot be restored by increasing 
the governmental income, but even if 
it could there would be no guarantee 
against future impairment of it 
through the same cause. That-danger 
can only be eliminated by rendering it 
impossible to have the treasury the one 
source of gold supply for the people of 
every nation. It is not sufficient to 
have our currency good today, but an 
earnest must be given that it will be 
good tomorrow and throughout the fu- 
ture. That promise cannot be accepted 
unless legislative action once for all 
establish beyond the peradventure of a 
doubt that ours is a gold-standard 
country with laws establishipg the fact 
so plain ‘that he who runs may read,’ 
and with a treasury so equipped and 
resourceful as to be unmoved, no mat- 
ter how strongly assaulted. It will not 


be fully credited as long as it is, but. 


the policy of an executive officer, and 
not the uncontradicted expression of 
statutory law. 

“lam aware that all this cannot be 
brought about without a struggle. It 
rests with the nation’s law-making 
powers to say whether the people shall 
be freed from this ‘body of death,’ or 
whether they shall still continue to 
carry it. The people at the polls de- 
clared, after a campaign which knew 
no other issue, for complete emancipa- 
tion. But from those who stand with- 
im the inner circle of legislative action 
the announcement comes that nothing 
can be done unless concessions are 
made to interests, the harmful results 
of which no man can foretell. If 
such be the truth, the duty is placed 
upon every citizen who has his 
country’s good at heart and would put 
an end to the losses so longe entailed 
upon his fellows, to raise his voice in 
protest against either inaction or eon- 
cession and thus make the country’s 
declaration at the polls more than a 
barren victory. With the American 
people the most potent force for good 
is the might\of public opinion: Against 
the power o? it when once aroused no 
legislator has ever yet been able to 
stand, no matter how loud his boast-

ful threats or arrogant his demeanor. | 
Enforced by it the repeal of a statute 
that was defended for weeks by those 
who proclaimed that . there never 
could be with them either compromise 
or surrender, was wrung unh- 
willing and hostile legislators. It did 
erase the Sherman silver-purchasing 
‘act. It will accomplish no less today 
for the welfare of the citizen if it is 
again as earnestly appealed to. 

“I, myself, have’ never in the past 
wavered in the belief, nor do I now, 
that in the end we will be possessed 
of a banking and currency system so 
strong as to make -impregnable the 
country’s credit. Its coming may 
be long delayed and only be attained 
after a tremendous loss to capital and 
injury to labor. It was the misery 
and distress entailed by the assignats 
and mandates of the French revolu- 
tion that placed France upon the solid 
rock of sound finance. It took the 
threatened starvation of the peasantry 
of a great nation to wipe out the corn 
laws of England, but the victory when 
obtained was complete. And thus, in 
conformity with the course of history, 
it is possible that before the nation’s 
financial structure rests upon a foun- 
dation ‘firm as the eternal hills’ the 
American people may be called upon 
to pass through the awful experience 
and loss which would follow in the 
wake of unchecked paper and silver 
fiatism. But at last, no matter how 
prolonged the struggle or great the 
suffering, with the acquiesence of all, 
the monetary principles which accord 
with the world’s business experience, 
all financial research, and every dic- 
tate of common honesty, will here pre- 
vail in complete and_ enduring tri- 
umph.”’ 

At the conclusion of Eckels’s address, 
he was surrounded by more than a 
score of members, who pressed forward

NEEDED LEGISLATION. 
Branch, president of the 
Merchants’ National Bank of Rich- 
mond, Va., spoke on “What Legislation 
is Needed in Respect to the Currency.” 
He said in part: 

“I maintain that our currency should 
be the best. Nothing short of the best 
will serve the higher and larger inter- 
ests of our country. Its value should 
be fixed and stable. It should be ade® 
quate to the needs of the country. It 
should expand and contract automat- 
ically. It should be simple and uni- 
form. It should be so distributed 
throughout our territory that every 
man entitled to credit should be able 
to obtain its use at a fair rate. 

“To reform our currency we must 
undertake and push to successful issue 
an educational campaign, basing our 
instruction upon a broad foundation of 
recognized economic principles, already 
clearly demonstrated by the banking 
experience of the world. We must not 
allow ourselves to be discouraged by 
the vastness of our undertaking. The 
interests of the people and the bankers 
are one. The currency is the vital 
commercial question of the day, and 
upon the answer of the American peo- 
ple much depends. I believe that an- 
swer will be wise. I believe good sense 
and.sound judgmen T prevail; but 
there is danger in-delay. Our answer 
is awaited with interest by the civil- 
ized world, for we stand in the fore- 
front of nations. 

“What is the value of our unit? 
Permanent prosperity cannot be ours 
while the value of our unit is open 
to doubt. It is essential we should de- 
fine, once for all, the meaning of the 
word dollar. .Is it a gold dollar, a sil- 
ver dollar, a treasury note, a green- 
back, a national bank note? The ques- 
tion must be answered. Each of these 
dollars has a different intrinsic value. 
Credit today keeps them at par. We 
know the value of an English sover- 
eign, a French franc, ora jGerman 
mark. In all exchanges they stand 
for gold. The value of their unit 
fixed—ours uncertain. England, France, 
and Germany have prospered, while we 
have labored under the shadow of a 
— distrust. We have lost valuable 
time. 

“We must define the word ‘dollar,’ 
and it should mean, beyond peradven- 
ture of a doubt, a gold dollar of the 
present weight and fineness of the 
United States gold coin.. That doHar 
is good for all, and everywhere com- 
mands respect. The paper currency of 
England, France and Germany is bank 
notes, not government notes. They 
keep their revenues on deposit in their 
great chartered banks. There is a 
two-fold advantage in this. The 
money of the people, lying to the credit 
of the government in bank, is available 
for the use of the people, not idle-and 
unproductive, as in the case of this 
country, where it lies in government 
vaults. We borrow largely abroad. If 
the government money were available, 
we could curtail our foreign loans to 
that extent. 

“The greenbacks and treasury notes 
should be retired. The experience of 
the world in banking matters cannot 
be disregarded, and the government 
should retire from the banking busi- 
ness. No other first-class power is in 
the banking business. 

“Our currency should be based on 
credit. All government interference (I 
do not say supervision) should _ be 
withdrawn. There should be no more 
interference on the part of the govern- 
ment in the banking business than in 
the milk business; but the government 
should see to it that banks comply 
with. reasonable, just requirements, 
dictated by experience and common 
sense, just as all good municipalities 
should see to it that the milk supplied 
the people is pure and unadulterated. 

“A competent non-partisan currency 
commission should be appointed, and 
briefly it seems to me they should ad- 
vocate— 

“First—The final adoption of the 
gold standard. 

“Second—The gradual cancellation of 
government demand notes, said cancel- 
lation to be not faster than new cur- 
rency is issued by the banks; the Gge- 
posit of government revenues in the 
banks of the country, and the re- 
tirement of the government from the 
banking business. i 

“Third—They should advocate the re- 
peal of the tax on the circulation of 
banks, and thereby make possible the 
issue of a currency which will ex- 
pand and contract automatically with 
‘the needs of the country, said cur- 
rency to be under the supervision of 
our national government, and to be 
surrounded by ample, practical and ef- 
ficient. safeguards, 

“If the currency commission does 
not solve the problem and guide the 
people to demand currency reform 
based on eternal principles, it is’ my 
solemn conviction, gentlemen, that, 
with the inevitable return of hard 
times, the people will solve the ques- 
tion for themselves, and free silver 
may be the least of our evils.’ 

A CREDIT BUREAU. 

John H. Leathers of Louisville, Ky., 
read a paper entitled “Is a Credit Bu- 
reau, or Bureau of Information to Pre- 
vent Losses from Bad Debts Feasible 
Among Banks?” He said proper and 
systematic coéperation in banking has 
become essential: Quite a large per- 
centage :of the losses sustained by 
banks in the money centers of the 
United States is due*to.the failure of 
banks throughout the country who bar- 


row or rediscount with their city cor- | 
respondents. 

Under the present system of bank- 
ing, credit must be extended in the 
matters almost solely upon the faith of 
the lender in the soundness and relia- 
bility of the borrower. The difficulty 
in obtaining accurate information of 
paper offered for rediscount, as well as 


the collateral, which is usually of a) 


local character, places the bank at a 
distance at the mercy of the borrower. 

He said that if at an insignificant 
cost an agency can be created that 
could furnish banks, which make loans 
to outside eorrespondents with ‘reliable 
information as to the standing of banks 
throughout the country, such agency 
would be highly beneficial to all the 
banking institutions of the United 
States, and would result in a saving to 
those institutions of immense amounts 
of money. 

The list of new officials will pe sub- 
mitted in the morning by the Commit- 
tes on Officers. Joseph C. 11 
seems to be the unanimous choice for 
president, with Frank W. Tracy of 
Springfield, Ill., and George H. Russell 
of Detroit apparently about even for 
vice-president. 

Ralph Stone of Grand Rapids read 
a paper on "Statutes of the Several 
States Relating to Turst Corapanies.” 
There are twenty-nine States that have 
no such statutes, but one State in the 
West has a law prohibiting the for- 
mation of pools, trusts and other com- 


binations in restraint of trade. FromTy 


information furnished by the Attor- 
ney-General of the State, the only trust 
doing business in the State was the 
Standard Oil Company. Mr. Stone 
deduced the moral that it will be an 
excellent plan for all trust companies 
to advertise them to such an extent 
that people would become conversant 
with the operation of the companies. 
Francis S. Bangs, president of the 
State Trust Company, read a paper on 
the “Duties and powers of trust com- 
panies when acting as trustee under 
corporation mortgages,’ and Henry A. 
Dehert contributed one on “The Rela- 
tions of Trust Companies t) the Trust 
Estates.”’ 

The papers were generally discussed 
by the delegates in speeches limited to 
five minutes each. 

Francis S. Bangs of New York, 
Henry A. Dehert of Philadelphia and 
Gordon Abbott of Boston were elected 
members of the Executive Committee 
to serve three years. The Executive 
Committee held a short session, after 
the section ‘had adjourned, and se- 
lected Mr. Bangs as chairman and 
George S. Southard of Brooklyn as 
vice-chairman. 

In spite of the rainy and somewhat 
cold weather, the delegates boarded the 
steamers Pleasure and Promise late 
this afternoon and steamed up the 
river and across Lake St. Clair. An 
elaborate luhcheon was provided by 
the Detroit Entertainment Committee, 
and the party did not reach the dock 
again until well along toward midnight.

IOWA REPUBLICANS, 


FOUR BALLOTS ERE SHAW WON 
FOR GOVERNOR, 


Convention Meets at Cedar Rapids 
With an Unusually Large At- 

tendance — Ex-Speaker Byers’s 
Withdrawal Seemed to Favor 
Shaw’s Candidacy—The Platform, 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.] 

CEDAR RAPIDS (Iowa,) Aug. 18.— 
The Republican State Convention be- 
gan today with perfect weather. All 
night and early this morning special 
and regular trains brought crowds, 
verifying the prediction that this 
would be the largest’ convention ever 
held in the State. The interest was 
by no means confined to delegates, ev- 
ery visitor being an active partisan for 
some one of the candidates. 

The withdrawal last nignt of Ex- 
Speaker Byers as a gubernatorial can- 
didate, while ostensibly in favor of 
Flickenger, really throws his strength 
for Shaw. The district caucuses con- 
firmed the belief that there is a drift 
of sentiment in favor of Shaw. The 
withdrawal of Cowne, the Second Dis- 
trict condidate, strengthens the chances 
for Waterman for Supreme Judge. The 
Eleventh District caucus declared over- 
whelmingly in favor of the Temple 
amendment as a platform plank. 

The huge tent, holding four thousand 
people, was crowded before the time of 


the opening. Senator Allison, who 
entered with ex-Gov. Larrabee, was 
greeted with great appiause. State 


Chairman McMillan called the cenven- 
tion to order and introduced C. M. 
Harl of Council Bluffs as temporary 
chairman. Mr. Harl was heartily ap- 
plauded. 

The convention adjourned until] 1 
o’clock, and upon reconvening the re- 
port of -the Committee on Permanent 
Organization, naming Maj. Samuel J. 
Mahon of Wapello county for per- 
manent chairman, and W. S. Ken- 
worthy of Mahaska county for. secre- 
tary was adopted. The convention at 
once proceeded to the nomination of a 
candidate for Goveruor. There were 
seven candidates. 

Without nominating speeches’ the 
names of various candidates yor Gov- 
ernor were unanimously placed before 
the convention and a pallot followed. 
It resulted: Harsh, 198; Fuller, 181; 
Flickenger, 150; Harlan, 153; Parrott, 
333; Shaw, 244; Funk, 298. Necessary 
to a choice, 774. 

A second ballot was ordered and re- 
sulted: Harsh, 188; Fuller, 167; Harlan, 
147; Parrott, 344; Shaw, 293; Funk, 308: 
Flickenger, 94; scattering, 31. 

Third ballot: Harsh, i71; Fuller, 153; 
Harlan, 112; Parrott, 367; Shaw, 356; 
Wunk, 323; Flickenger, 65. | 

Upon the calling of the roll on the 
fourth ballot, it became at once appar- 
ent that heavy changes would be made 
in favor of Shaw. .The ballot resulted: 

Fourth ballot: Harsh, 48; Fuller, 107; 
Harlan, 36; Parrott, 336; Shaw, 762: 
Funk, 275; Flickenger, 6. It was im- 
mediately moved that the nomination 
of Shaw be made unanimous, and this 
was carried amid great applause. 

Mr. Harl'in taking the chair said, 
in part: 

“From the organization of the party, 
Iowa Republicans have a potent influ- 
ence in its councils by reason of their 
just appreciation of its principles and 
policies and their steadfast loyalty to 
its candidates. This influence has 
been more and more extended as the 
center of the political power in the 
nation has moved westward, until in 
the last Presidential campaign, when

known, . 

“This commanding position of Iowa 
Repubileans imposes upon us a duty 
and responsibility far higher than that 
of merely. selecting incumbents of the 
offices to be filled at the election next 
November. As trustees of the Repub- 
lican party of Iowa, we are charged 
with the duty of so conducting our de- 
liberations that we shall strengthen the 
hands of the administration, encourage 
the hope and inspire the faith of all 
the friends of good government and 
make overwhelming success a_ cer- 
tainty. 

“A weakening in our-position, falter- 
ing in our declarations or lessening of 
our majorities would be taken by 
friend and foe alike as an indication 
that the people were reconsidering the 
verdict of 1896.

THE MILKY WAY 


PROVES A HARD ROAD TO TRAVEL 
FOR SOME DEALERS. 


Five Arrests Made at the Instance 
of the Board of Health—Open- 
of a Vigorous’ Campaign. 
Watered Milk Will not Go Down, 


Watered milk won’t go down in Los 
Angelés if the Board of Health can 
help it. A number of tests were made 
yesterday, which resulted in the arrest 
of five restaurant-keepers the 
charge of misdemeanor. This is ,only 
the opening of the campaign against 
the sale of impure milk in the city, 
and the Board of Health promises that 
it shall be pushed to the utmost. The 
arrests were made in some of the most 
flagrant cases, where there should be 
every reasonable certainty of a convic- 
tion, as the tests made by Dr. Dodson, 
the Meat and Milk Inspector, and Dr. 
Powers, the Health Officer, showed an 
unmistakably illegal percentage of 
water in the milk sold by the accused 
restaurateurs. 

Complaints were issued against D. J. 
Donohue and G. &S. Gibson of the 
B. Gordon of the 
Royal Bakery, Mrs. A. G. Gardiner of 
the Keystone Restaurant and C. F. 
Dimond, manager of the Rock Island 
Restaurant. The charges in all were 
me, that the de- 
fendants on August 17 sold and offered 
for sale certain milk which was of a 
greater specific gravity than 1028, con- 
less than 12 per cent. of solids, 
less than 3 per cent. of .cream and 
more than 88 per cent. of water. 

Donohue and Gibson were arrested 
and released on their own recogni- 
zance. Gordon and Dimond were not 
formally brought in, but promised to 
appear in Justice Morrison’s court this

PLANS FOR CONSOLIDATION. 


Approved at the Meeting of the Fire 
Commission. 


At the regular meeting yesterday of 
the Board of Fire Commissioners, ac- 
tion was taken concerning plans for 
consolidating Engine Company No. 3 
with Chemical 'Company No. 
Plans for the necessary alterations in 
the house of Company No. 3 were pre- 
sented by Assistant Fire Chief Smith, 
and approved by the board, which also 
made a practical demonstration of its 
by voting $200 for the 
changes and improvements. Chemical 
Engine No. 1 is now housed on Mar- 
chessault street, opposite the Plaza, 
and the city will save $100 a month in 
rent by the contemplated change in its 
quarters. 

Assistant Chief Smith reported that, 
through a misunderstanding, a per- 
mit had been granted to O. O. Jonas 
to operate a blacksmith shop on West 
Jefferson street. A lively protest had 
been made by the property owners in 
the vicinity, and it had appared that 
far less than the _ requisite three- 
fourths of the neighborhood had been 
represented in the petition for the 
permit. Both sides appeared before 
the board: yesterday, and the matter 
was made the subject of a lively argu- 
ment. Jonas urged that. he had in- 
vested considerable sums of money on

the strength of his permit, and that 
the revocation of it would cause him 
heavy loss. The property owners on 
the contrary protested that no action 
had been taken at the time the permit 
was granted for the reason that most

A GENERAL CHANGE. 


Improvements in the Public Library 
Well Under Way. 


The Public Library is being turned 
wrongside out, preparatory to being 
put back again in much better shape. 
In the meantime, a goodly portion of 
its internal economy adorns the hall, 
and the public wanders about in a lost 
sort of way, flattening its nose against 
the closed glass doors of the familiar 
reading-rooms, and then taking the 
next best thing in the shape of a book 
to go home with it, far from the mad- 
dening crowd of scurrying attendants 
and busy carpenters. 7 

The library board, which, jn pur- 
suance of a long-cherished plan, has 
set all these changes in motion, looks 
on placidly and pronounces them very 
good, and Mrs. Wadleigh, girded with 
a big black apron and radiating en- 
ergy from gvery pore, is as happy as 
a Yankee housekeeper at a spring 
cleaning, and almost as all-pervading 
as the atmosphere, as she works and 
plans, keeping things up to the mark 
in the present chaos, while her busy 
brain evolves order for the future. 

The new arrangement promises con- 
veniences to the public hitherto un- 
heard of in the Los Angeles Library. 
All books will be open to the public, 
with the sole exception of fiction, and 
‘much better facilities will be given 
than ever before for obtaining quickly 
and easily any novel that may be de- 
sired. 

The present crowded and inconven- 
ient place where books are dealt cut 
to fiction-hungry crowds, will be 
turned into a general reading-room, 
well provided with chairs and tables. 


Magazines will be issued at the desk 


in this room, and a few books will be 
kept for use in the library alone. The 
librarian’s private office, which opens 
out of’ this room, will also be made 
accessible from what will be the gen- 
eral reference-room. By this means, 
the librarian will no longer be practi- 
cally inaccessible to the outside world, 
as heretofore. 


What has been the ladies’ reading- | 


room is to be the first in the suite of 
three large reference-rooms. It will 
be connected with the large and small 
reading-rooms along the north side of 
the building, the whole forming an 
open suite. Every available inch of 
wall space is being shelved, and here 
will be placed, within easy reach of 
visitors, all sorts and descriptions of 
general literature not properly 
cluded in the fiction and juvenile de- 
partments. A few tables and many 
chairs will be scattered about these 
rooms for the benefit of patrons who 
wish to dip into books of! travel, his- 
tory, biography, philosophy, etc, in- 
stead of taking them home. | 

The present juvenile room, on the 
south side of the hall, will be con- 
nected with the present small refer- 
ence-room next to it. With the dividing 
partition taken out, this will make one 
large room, where the fiction shelves 
will be placed. All finding lists will be 
out in the hall, so that the congestion 
at the counter will be avoided, and 
quick service rendered possible. 

The present reference-room, at the 
east end of the hall, will be made into 
the cosiest and most convenient 
of juvenile rooms, fitted with 
low chairs and tables, and lined 
with children’s books. This depart- 
ment is the special pride of Mrs. Wad- 
leigh’s heart, and no pains. will be 
spared to make it pleasant and attrac- 
tive for the young people. 

In the attic, a tower-room is being 
finished and shelved for public docu- 
ments, and ample room is provided for 
the overflow from the shelves below. 

Carpenters and painters are working 
nights and Sundays, and it” will only 
be a short time until the entire change 
‘is made, and everything is running 
along easily and smoothly cn a far 
better basis than ever before, :

WANT RUST FIRED. 


NURSERYMEN AFTER A HORTICtL- 
TURAL COMMISSIONER’S SCALP. 


| They Say He Pries into Their Pri- 


wate Business Affairs and They 
Don’t Like It—M. M. Levering’s 
Road Engine Must Go, 


The Board of Supervisors, after hav- 
ing spent two days in the consideration 
of claims against the county, entered 
upon the transaction of miscellaneous 
business yesterday forenoon. The first 
important matter taken up was a peti- 
tion signed by thirty-one nurserymen 
asking that Horticultural Commis- 
sioner Rust be dismissed and some 
one else appointed in his stead. The 
complaint entered: against the com- 
missioner is that he is an active nur- 
seryman and enters into competition 
with them in the sale of stock; that in 
his official capacity he is enabled to 
inspect their stock and pry into the 
secret affairs of their business, giv- 
ing him an undue advantage and un- 


fair knowledge of all their transac” 
tions. Harvey D. Cheney, Esq., pre- 


sented the petition on behalf of the 
objecting nurserymen, and argued for 
favorable action. The attorney pointed 
out that the law provided for the dis- 
missal of a commissioner and that 
every provision had been complied 
with. 

Mr. Rust was not present during the 
discussion of the matter, but dropped 
in just as the board adjourned for 
luncheon. He declared with much 
display of warmth that the petition 
was misleading and did not represent 
the sentiment of a majority of the 
nurserymen in this section. 

“A number of those whose names 
appear upon the petition have ex- 
pressed regret for having signed it, 
he remarked, they declare 

S- 
missed. Besides, the man whose name 
appears at the head of the list is not 
an American citizen, and cannot be 
recognized by the Board of Supervis- 
ors in this matter at all.” 

The board has taken the matter un- 
der consideration. 

Complaints were made by taxpayers 
of the Cahuenga road district over the 
operation of a road engine owned by 
M. M. Levering in that district. The 
board was requested to order the use 
of the engine stopped, as it was 
claimed horses were frightened by it, 
and the lives of travelers therefore 
greatly endangered. Mr. Levering de- 
murred in his own behalf, asserting 
that no complaints had been made 
to him, and that he knew of no dissat- 
isfaction. The engine, he said, was 
used to haul gravel for street pur- 
poses to the city and was as legitimate 
a facility for transportation purposes 
as a street car. 

After considerable argument, the 
board adopted a resolution instructing 
Mr. Levering to discontinue the use of 
the engine. An amicable suit will be 
instituted to test the matter in the 
courts. 

County Health Officer Holland was 
instructed to visit the places in the 
county where applications for the ap- 
pointment of special health officers 
have been made, and report his obser- 
vations to the board.

DICK EARLSTON’S STORY. 


Declares That He is Being Perse- 
cuted, not Prosecuted. 

‘I am being persecuted, not prose- 
cuted,” exclaimed “Prof.” Dick Earl- 
ston, awaiting arraignment ona charge 
of rape, yesterday afternoon.

A CHANGE IN THE LAW. 


Regulations Regarding the Appoint. 
ment of New Mail Carriers. 


As is well known all applicants for 
positions as letter-carriers are com- 
pelled to pass an \examination pre- 
scribed by the civil service act, and 
such as pass are entered upon the list 
of eligibles in the order fixed by the 
percentage they obtained in the exam- 
It is supposed that when new 
carrier offices are established the car- 
riers will be chosen as described above, 
but heretofore the postmaster at the 
place which was made a carrier office 
had the selecting of the men to serve 
under him and he might or might not 
select the men according to their rank 
on the eligible list. So long as ne 
selected men who were eligible he 
could. exercise his own. pleasure in 
choosing them. 

Hereafter new carriers will be se- 
lected by the Postmaster-General. This 
rule applies only to new stations to 
be established on and after its adop- 
tion. In places where the carrier sys- 
tem has long existed there are always 
a number of substitute carriers and 
any vacancies or increase in the force 
is supplied by men serving as substi- 
tutes, who then become regulars, ine 
oldest substitute getting the first po- 
sition. This rule continues.

THE BOULEVARD ROUTE. 

As will be seen by reference to the 
local columns of Tue TIMEs this morn- 
ing, the advisory committee of engi- 
neers have reported to the General 

Boulevard Committee in favor of a 
route beginning at the Plaza and run- 
ning to Eastlake Park by the general 
direction of Mission road and Aliso 
street, though the line as proposed lies 
to the north of both those thorough- 
fares and is an independent highway 
for the entire distance. The engi- 
neers’ report will be found to express 
in detail the reasons for the selection 
of this route. Although the report of 
the engineers was received, an adop- 
tion of the line was deferred. . 

Should this route be selected three 
viaducts will be necessary; one at 

Alameda street, one at the river and 
one across the Southern Pacific Rail- 
way near Eastlake Park. 

The residents or East Los Angeles 
do not favor this route, as they make 
complaint that it completely sidetracks 
that portion of the city, and they are 
standing out for a line from the en- 
trance of Elysian Park, at the river, to 
a connection with that portion o tne 
route already adopted at Eastlake 
Park. . 

Another project which many of the 
residents on the East Side favor, and 
upof which much work has been done, 

‘is to transform Buena Vista street, 
Pasadena avenue and the Arroyo Seco 
road into a grand boulevard, 150 feet 


wide, and they are gging ahead with 
this, it is stated, no matter upon what 
other route the Boulevard Cammuiitee 
may determine. 

As the thing stands, the General 
Committee has the question of a route 
from the center of the city to East- 
lake Park still in abeyance, and it ap- 
pears to remain with the property- 
owners on the different routes to say 
which will finally be selected. 

What the public wants is the best 
route, all things considered, and it is

STRIKERS PERMANENTLY ENJOINED. 

Judges Stowe and Collier yesterday 
handed down an opinion in the in- 
junction case against the coal miners 
in the Pittsburgh district, affirmatory 
of the preliminary injunction, and 
making it permanent. The effect of 
this judicial decision, so far as appears 
from the dispatches, is to restrain the 
strikers (1) from trespassing upon the 
property of the mine-owners, and (2) 
from marching in bodies for the pur- 
pose of intimidating the men who are 
at work or who desire to work in tne 
mines. 

The abstract justice of this restrain- 
ing order from the court is obvious to 
any unprejudiced mind. It should re- 
quire no court decision to teach men 
that they have neither legal nor moral 
right to trespass upon the property of 
other men for any purpose. The rights 
of private property are absolute and 
sacred, whether they are vested in a 
company or an individual. The striking 
miners have no more right to invade 
the premises of the mine-owners than 
the latter have to trespass upon lune 
homestead premises of their humblest 
employés. The well-established prin- 
ciple that a man’s house is his castle 
applies alike to rich ‘and poor. It 
must be maintained inviolate at any 
cost. It is matter for wonder and for 
concern that any person claiming in- 
telligence and uprightness can dispute 
so well-established a principle. 

The proposition that every man has 
an inalienable right to labor for his 
daily. bread, and to be protected by 
the law in the exercise of that right, 
is also so obvious ‘that it should need 
no defense. Unless this right to earn 
a subsistence by honest toil be guaran- 
teed to all citizens, civil law fails in 
one of its most vital functions, and 
republican government is a failure. 
The order of the court, restraining the 
strikers from intimidating those who 
desire to work, is therefore in accord- 


‘ance with abstract justice and the 


fundamental rights of man. 


The striking miners in the Pennsyl- 
vania coal regions unquestionably save 
grievances of a more or less serious 
nature. Severe competition ‘has forced 
the price of coal to a low figure, and 
wages have been forced down in con- 
sequence to a point which entalis 
hardship and suffering upon the miner. 
The conditions of existence in the min- 
ing regions are hard enough at the 
best. There should be some way of 
ameliorating these conditions, and no 
doubt some way will eventually be 
found. The strikers have thus far con- 
ducted themselves with more than 
usual moderation. So long as they 
continue to do so, they will retain a 
large share of public sympathy, in so 
far as their causd is manifestly just. 
But in order to fetain this share of 
public sympathy they must observe 
the limitations of law. Their right to 
work or not to work is unquestioned. 
But they must concede to others and 
to all the same right. If they can win 
their battle by legitimate means, they 
have full liberty to do so. But in pro- 
portion as they employ illegitimate 
means they will lose ground and in- 
vite ultimate defeat.

Of all the gamy 
fish that. are caught in American 
waters, none is so well worthy of the 


years the praises of salmon fishing 
in the Northwest and in Canadian 
waters were sung by enthusiastic de- 
votees, The lakes of Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota and Michigan are annually fre- 
quented by fishermen in pursuit of 
the gamy mascalonge. Many a sports- 
man has visited #lorida waters in 
search of the magnificent tarpon. 
Each is king in the haunts where he is 
found, but superior to them all is the 
lordly tuna, the blue-blooded aristo- 
crat of the sea. In strength, in size, 
in endurance and in the savage de- 
termination to fight to the very last 
gasp, the tuna excels all other fish 
that are captured with rod and reel in 
American waters.. In him the most 
skillful fisherman finds a foeman well 
worthy of his best endeavor. A swift 
and powerful swimmer, a fierce and 
tireless fighter, the tuna tests. the 
strength of tackle and fisherman to 
the uttermost. ; 

In size the tuna far exceeds even the 
tarpon. It commoniy exceeds. 100 
pounds and has been Known to attain 
to far greater weight. One:of the larg- 
est of which there is authentic record 
in this region was found by some boys 
last summer on the rocks near Sugar 
Loaf point, Catalina. It had been in 
fierce pusruit of flying fish, and in 
leaping after them out of the water the 
tuna flung itself high upon the rocks, 
where it was left by the receding tide. 
Its weight exceeded 300 pounds. 

For several years tuna had occa- 
sionally been captured in nets or with 
heavy hand lines, but their size and 
strength created the belief that they 
could not be taken with rod and reel. 
This idea was exploded in the summer 
of 1896 and to’G. P. Morehous of Pasa- 
dena belongs the honor of taking not 
only the first but the largest tuna that 
has been captured with rodandreel at 
Catalina. His fish tipped ‘tise scales 
at 152. rounds and it took a battle royal 
to get it into the boat. The. fame of 
tne exploit spread far and wide. Many 
fishermen visited Catalina to ,try their 
luck and some were sucessful, though 
none equalled the tuna landed by Mr. 
Mcrerous. But not until the present 
seison-did the sport reach consider- 
abe prcportions. This y2ar a number 
of experienced anglers went to the 
isang and-an eager rivalry arose 
among them. Many were unsvucces-- 
*ul, despite the most persevering ef- 
forts. A few were rewaried by one 
or more catches; but the honors of 
the season were easily carriei off by 
W. Gieer Campbell*of San Francisco, 
wno made the extrordinary record of 
ten tuna, averaging over 1) pounds 
apiece, the largest weighing 140 .ounds.

In an instant hundreds of feet of line 
whistle off from the reel in the first 
mad rush of the desperate fish. Back 
and forth the tuna plunges, and the 
sudden changes test the fisherman’s 
strength and skill to the uttermost. 
The boat is carried resistlessly along 
and frequently several miles are cov- 
ered before the fight is ended. In a 
few rare instances a tuna has been 
brought to gaff in fifteen or twenty 
minutes. More commonly it takes an 
hour. and several instances occurred 
this season where the struggle lasted 
three and four hours. Mr. Morehous, 
the discoverer of the sport, hooked one 
magnificent fish and after fighting him 
for three hours and twenty-five min- 
utes, lost him at the last moment.

Jury in the Walker Case Unable to 
Agree—Death of Col. Elmer Otis. 
The City of Athens Sails for 
liverpool With Eighteen Hun 
dred Tons of Wheat. 3 


SAN DIEGO, Aug. 18.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The Walker case is ended. The 
evidence was all in and arguments made last 
night, and this morning the case was sub- 
mitted to the jury. After being out ‘eight 
hours, the jury returned mto court and an- 
nounced their inability to agree. 

BLACK CASE POSTPONDD. 

The second trial of Sam Black for the mur- 
der of John Patterson at National City last 
December has been postponed until next Mon- 
day, when the case will be called before 
Judge Hughes. It will be remembered that 
in December last Black entered an orange 
orchard to get some fruit, leaving his wagon 
in the road, In the meantime Patterson, a 
watchman, got into the wagon and drove off, 
as is supposed, for the purpose of using it as 
evidence against orange thievés. Black, on 
discovering that his wagon was being driven 
off, ordered a halt and shot. The ball en- 
tered. the body of Patterson and resulted in 
his death. On the first ial Black confessed 
the shooting, and excused his action on the 
ground that he thought his horse was being 
stolen. 

THAT STREET SPRINKLING. 

In vindication of himself and those working 
under him, Street Superintendent Osburn pro- 
duces some figures on street sprinkling. He 
says the drivers of sprinkling carts can fill 
and empty a five-hundred-gallon tank in ten 
minutes and less, but they work more than 
eight hours a day, and frequently as much as 
twelve hours. He also states that in July 
3,299,000 gallons of water were used, and that 
in July, 1893, the records show that 4,060.320 
gallons were used. The water bill for July 
this year was $659.80, while in July, 1893, it 
was $1015.98, and today we haye fifteen miles 
more streets to sprinkle than we had in 1893.

WHAT IT COSTS TO RUN A SMALL 
CITY FOR A YEAR, 


Contest With the Bondsamen—Elec- 
trician Summoned to Appear. 
Fight Over Back Fences—Fire- 
men Cleared of Blame—Brevities 
and Notes, 


SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 18.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.} The cost of running the 
city government of San Bernardino last year 
was $52,772.89, while the receipts were but 
$47,083.28, leaving a deficit of $5,689.61, which 
swallowed up a small surplus left over 
the previous year and has left the city 
somewhat in debt. The tax levy last year 
was .40 per cent. outside the mile square 
and .95 per cent. inside that boundary; the 
difference being on the water bonds and in- 
terest which is wholly paid by the old town 
inside the mile square. The expenses for 
the coming year are figured at $48,000. There 
will be $480 less interest on bonds and the 
City Attorney and Assessor have each been 
cut down $400. To secure this amount of 
$48,000 there are the water rents, which 
will increase from $4100 last year to $6000 
the coming year; saloon and business li- 
censes, amounting to $13,500, which will be 
less on account of closing some saloons; 
ahd the tax levy. From the latter there 
will need to be raised $28,500 as against 
$26,000 last year. The assessment roll is 
$250,000 less than last year. These facts 
will necessitate a levy of at least .55 r 
‘cent. for the outside and $1.05 on the i 
side. The figures will be decided at the 
meeting ‘of the board on Thursday. 

CITY SUES FOR CASH. 

There is still the sum of $2346.08 of the 
funds of the city not available owing to 
the fact that the former treasurer made 
a deposit in the First National Bank, and 
that sum still remains on the books of the 
suspended bank. Some of the bondsmen of 
the ex-treasurer wish to pay their pro rata 
of this sum, but others do or can not and 
the City Attorney has commenced suit to 
Settle the matter. The case came up for 
consultation Saturday, and a week’s time 
was given the defense to look into the mat- 
ter. The claim of the defense will be 
that the city did not furnish a safe or vault 
in which to put the money, and the re- 
sponse, that it was nevere demanded or 
asked for, but the money was placed in 
different banks in accordance with former 
custom, 

TIME AND POWER MEASURE. 

In the city lighting contract there has 
been a clause for the past two years~oblig- 
ing the electric company to: put in a meter 
to show the candle power of the lights and 
a lamp hour recorder to show how long 
the lights burn, but it has not been done. 
The officials are now summoned.to appear 
at the next meeting of the Trustees to ex- 
plain why they have not carried out the 
contract. 
FIGHTING OVER FENCES. 

In the early days of the city the fences 
on Base Line, a back street, were built 
without regard to the proper line of the 
While ex-Trustee Rathbun’ 
was in office he called attention to the 
fact and the fences were ordered to be 
moved back to the surveyed line. A former 
Trustee, J. J. Whitney, in moving his fence 
back, found that Rathbun had a long fence 
on the other side of the street that en- 
croached still further, and all «urtempts. to 
get it moved by the acting Trustee were 
unavailing. But being. now out of office, 
Mr. Whitney appeared before the board 
Tuesday night and demanded the right to 
put his fence back in the street or have 
Rathbun’s moved back. The latter was again 
ordered, and a committee given power to 
enforce the order. ,

HERBERT FRENCH LOSES 
POSITION. 


He Was Postmaster at Glendale, but 
Used Uncle Sam’s Funds—His 
Bondsmen Make the Loss Good. 


Under. the date of August 
Washington dispatch statés that C. V. 
Bogue has been appointed postmaster 
at Glendale in this county, in place of 
Herbert French, removed. The _ dis- 
patch goes on to say that ‘‘no charges 
were filed against French and his ad- 
ministration of the office was all right,’’ 
but that he was a Democrat, and as 


. such was removed and replaced by a 


Republican. 


are erroneous. French was an embez- 


- gler of government funds and was re- 
,moyed from office on May. 5 last, since 
_ Which time his bondsmen, J. C. Sherer 


and E. T. Byram, who paid up French’s 
shortage, have had a man in charge of 
the Glendale postoffice anxiously await- 


ing the appointment by the postmaster: } 


General of French’s successor. 

It was cn account of French's youth 
and the further faet that he has an 
aged mother dependent- upon him that 
the story of his wrong doing was kept 
@ secret and it was only when. his re- 
moval was charged to politics that 
those who had knowledge of the em- 
bezzlement spoke of it. 

The amount of money taken by 
French was about $230. He declared 
that the shortage was not an embez- 
zlement upon his part, but was the 
result of mistakes of the man who had 
preceeded him in office. This was found 
by the postoffice inspector to be untrue, 
for had the shortage been left by 
French’s -predecessor, he could have 
easily rid himself of all blame by re- 
porting it when he took charge of the 
office. Instead of doing this he car- 
ried a false account on his books, which 
kept increasing in amount until the 
government ordered an inspection of 
the office. When the evidence in the 
case, as ascertained by Postoffice In- 
spector Flint, was presented to 
French’s bondsmen they immediately 
paid the amount, on May 5 last, and 
took charge of the office. 

French took the money from the 
money order fund. The government al- 
lows postmasters to carry over from 
month to month only an amount suf- 
ficient to pay the money order advices 
actually in their offices and unpaid on 
settling day. As an advice ig sent 
by the postmaster issuing a money 
order to the postmaster on whom the 
order is issued, the latter knows at 
the end of each month to a dollar how 
much money he can carry over as a 
balance. The government is also 
equally well posted and it was when 
French reported a balance of cash 
on hand of nearly $300, when he had 


. money orders unpaid amounting to less 


than $50, that the order to inspect the 
office and get the money due the gov- 
ernment was made.

A STATEMENT TO THE PUBLIC OF 
ITS OBJECTS. 


While Heartily in Sympathy With 
Other Boulevard Projects the 
Committee Will Support the 
Route Selected. 
€ 


A meeting of the Pasadena and Los 
Angeles Boulevard Committee was held 
yesterday afternoon, L. E. Mosher 
presiding. Mr. Cattern of South Pas- 
adena presented a petition of owners 
of property on Fair Oaks avenue for 
the building .of the proposed boulevard, 
the petition being signed by a majority 
The petition stated 
that the Board of Trustees of South 
Pasadena approved of the proposition 
and would take such action as might 
be necessary, whenever Los Angeles 
and the intervening territory should 
act in the matter. The committee of 
engineers reported as follows for a 
boulevard from the Plaza in Los An- 
geles to East Lake Park: 

“Before entering on the business of 
this report we would wish to express 
our regret in not being able to obtain 
the signature of Mr. Hawgood along 
with our own, owing to his absence 
from the city. However, prior to his 


departure we discussed, and with him 


drove over the various routes contem- 
plated, and we substantially 
agreed on the route we would adopt, 
subject to certain physical features 
proving to be what the survey has 
since demonstrated, so that in present- 
ing this report unsigned by him we 
are able to state that it will receive 
his cordial support in every point. 
“We found it impossible to strictly 
adhere to the instructions of your 
committee as to considering the phys- 
ical features alone. This, while pos- 
sible in the country, becomes impossi- 
ble in passing through the city, where 
public interests are so numerous that 


to ride over them ruthlessly would, in 


our estimation, produce obstacles more 
solid than mere physical ones. The 
cost of the removal of the obstructions, 
the value of viaduets and the public 
improvements to be interfered with are 
all features impossible to ignore. 
Therefore, in presenting our report, we 
wish it to be understood that we have 
carefully balanced the physical, finan- 
cial and general difficulties occurring 
on the various routes, one with an- 
other, and we have decided on the fol- 
lowing described route as. presenting 
the greatest advantages and the least 
obstacles, the others being impractica- 
ble for boulevard purposes: — 
“Commencing at the intersection of 
Olivena street and the Plaza and run- 
ning thence easterly crossing Alameda 
and Macy street, on which are 
spectively located the Southern Pacific 
Railroad and Pasadena Electric Rail- 
way tracks, by a_ viaduct to a point 
near the intersection of Ogier and 


|} Avila, streets; thence nearly due east 


crossing the Los Angeles River and 
adjacent railway tracks by a viaduct 
of 1300 feet in length by approximate 
measurement, to a point about 150 feet 
north of the Mission road; thence in a 
northeasterly direction, following the 
contour of the bluff and crossing Ave- 
nue 26, at its intersection with Rich- 
mond street, then crossing the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad track by a viaduct 
at a point midway between Johnston 
and Hancock streets, and intersecting 
the Mission road at a point opposite 
the intersection of Gate street with the 
Mission road; thence following the 
Mission road to its intersection with 
Baldwin street, where the proposed 
Pasadena end of the boulevard com- 
mences. We further recommend that 
the Mission road be widened on the 
northerly side.” 

The report was signed by L. C. Jew- 
ett and Gervaise Purcell, consulting 
engineers committee.

received. The chairman was author- 
. The latter statements in the dispatch 


ized to appoint a committee of busi- 
ness men from East Los Angeles to as- 
certain the feeling of residents as to 
the route through that part of the city. 


It was also agreed that the property- - 


holders on Los Angeles, Main and 
Spring streets should be invited to 
meet the Boulevard Committee and de- 
vise a plant to prosecute the work in 
case a definite location of the line 
should be made as suggested in the 
engineer’s. report. 


In order that the position of the 


Boulevard Committee regarding the 
avork in hand might be clearly under- 
stood by the public the president and 


secretary were instructed to issue a- 


statement cleariy defining the situation 
which is as follows: 


TO THE PUBLIC, 


‘We have recently become aware 


that a misunderstanding exists as to 
the purposes and objects of this com- 
mittee. Its work is to point out, to aid, 
to awaken public and local fmtlerest 
and to set in motion the legal ma- 
chinery, and do whatever it can to 
bring about the construction of at 
least one beautiful drive between I'as- 
adena and Los angeles. In the loca: 
tion of the route fer this road the 
committee is aided by able engiiieers, 
in whose ability and unbiased judg- 
ment it has full -confidence Because 
the committee in its best judgment se- 
lects a particular ruute, it is not to be 
taken that it will oppose or in any 
way antagonize vr has any interest 
in opposing the construction of other 
roads; upon the contrary it deems it 
its duty to aid in bringing about the 
construction of as many beautiful 
drives between Pasadena and Los An- 
geles as the parties in interest along 
the different routes are willing to pay 
for. The committee considers that it 
has made a decided success when it 
has succeeded in awakening local] in- 
terest in South Pasadena. along the 
adobe road, at East Los Angeles and 
along the arroyo route and it advises 
that local committees be apnointed to 
take in hand the opening and _  con- 
struction of the road through their re- 
spective localities which committees in 
due time should relieve the general 
committee of the work. Nor has this 
committee undertaken to construct a 
boulevard with its own money, nor to 
provide the means for its construc- 
tion except by setting the lezal ma- 
chinery in motion. In the cities the 
road will have to be constructed by 
assessment upon the property bene- 
fited, and in the country by county aid 
and such donations as the committee 
may be able to obtain from owners of 
property benefited by the road, and 
from the general public. 

“This committe will, of course, deem 
it its duty to support and particularly 
aid the construction of the road upon 
the route selected by it, but in so do- 
ing it does not desire todiscourage or 
in any manner impede the construc- 
tion of other boulevards between Pas- 
adena and Los Angeles, which the 
parties in interest along the particular
